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and false gods, 
and the epithet Teen Chiu, as. employed by 
taeroly 4: einial ‘of 
idol worship. Shang: (Supreme Ruler) * 
is equally indefinite in conveying a knowledge 
of the one God, being’a designatién bestowed 
by the Chinese : upon the chief one of their 
many gods, beside possessing other variable 
and poetic interpretations. 

Although it must be conceded that pagoda 
destruction and idol burning, inflexibly or- 
dained during the progress of the insurgents, 
ean be deemed a grateful ‘evidence of Chris- 
tian conversion, this conduct,.and the, pro- 
tmaulgation of obedience to a Supreme Being, 
cannot be literally construed to imply that the 
leaders of the® Chinese Rebellion are advo- 
cates of political Christianity, much less of 
enlightened Protestantism. The history of 
the insurrection demonstrates its origin from 
a powerful secret ‘seciety, whose maxims, ° 
based upon an eclecticism of classic philoso- 
phy, inculcate a rigid-morality and univers- 
ality of charity not dissimilar ‘to the decla- 
rations of more than on6 fraternity in- 
stituted among civilized. communities, and 
perpetuated to this era of intellig@nce. In- 
deed, it does not require very ingenious criti- 
cism to detect in the ethical doctrines of the 
“ Trimetrical ‘Classic” @ crade imitktion of 
the philanthropic mandates of Free Masonry, 
and, throughout ali the rebel proclamations 
there runs e vein of sympathetic humanity, 
ef fraternal concord, strikingly in accordance 
with speculative Masonry. In a proclama- 
tion of Yano, King of the East, can be read- 
ily discovered germs of Masonic language, 
such as is ordinarily employed when the 
mysteries of the craft are alluded'to in the 
presence of the uninitiated. Particularly, he 
ptaises the magtanimity of the Sapreme 
Master, \(Shang-Te,) the source of human 
enlightenment, and inculeates a profound 
submission to his wisdom as manifested in the 
orderly arrangement of the heavenly. bodies, 
predicting an etertial reward in Heaven for the 
virtuous. .Cerjainly this language of a wor- 
ship of the Supreme Being breathes a liber- 
ality of soul,'in strong contrast to the narrow- 
minded fanaticism of newly-made converts. 

To those conversant with the 
yet expressive language of secret societies, a 
convincing evidence of the existence of Pan- 
theism ‘among the ‘Chinese insurgents is 
afforded in casual descriptions of the heraldic 
adornments and allegorical insignia of their 
officers. The pécaliar fishion of a jewel, the 
exposition ofa preponderating color, and 
‘Shove all, the employment of emblems, capa- 
ble of ethical interpretation, are more certain 
and reliable types of religion than the occur- 
rences in mongrel lyrics of a solitary word, 
capable of a varied translation. As far.as we 
can adjudge, from examination of passing 
trifles, the casual monuments of a living race, 
we incline to believe the Shang-Te-iem of the 
insurrectionary leaders to be either the una- 
dulterated Deism of their own classic philoso- 
phers, whose writings have been obscured by 
the compulsory employment of vague, poetic 
figures, or else the semi-inexplicable Panthe- 
ism, ever cultivated beneath the shade of 
secrecy, and forming as well the ethical basis 
for the hidden mysteries of the Orpheologis- 
teans, the Sylvan ceremonies of the Drnids, 
the unscrupulous deébaucheries of the Tem- 
plars, and the philosophic aspirations of the 
Iluminati. “The primitive worship of reflec- 
tive man has been transmitted to his posteri- 
ty in the purity of humane universality, not- 
withstanding significant alterations in its sym- 
bolic language ; and need we wonder if per- 


chance the mystic. light of natural devotion,’ 


traversing the globe in an uninterrupted circle, 
should again illuminate the extreme East— 
the source of its remote generation !
